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Freelance Writer 

On October 28th the board held 
two public meetings in order to con- 
duct their business. Prior to the reg- 
ular board meeting they held a spe- 
cial meeting to approve the 1999 
annual budget. Ordinarily this 
would be a procedural matter and 
quickly done. However, while no 
citizens present questioned the bud- 
get, there were several board mem- 
bers that expressed concern. 

Trustee McKinney remarked that 
last year they held a work study to 
go over the “line items” and won- 
dered why it was not done this year. 
Trustee Adkins also expressed con- 
cern over a few areas of the budget. 
While she did not indicate her spe- 
cific budget concerns it was clear 
that she also wanted to see the line 
items. 

The supervisor responded that he 
did not get any calls regarding the

budget during the week so assumed 
there were no problems. Trustee 
Glaab suggested that Mrs. Carny, 
who was in the audience,was avail- 
able for questions, but the board 
members did not seem to be in a 
mood to question her when they 
only had the general budget in front 
of them. 

There was some discussion 
regarding the need to approve the 
budget before or no later than 
October 31, 1998 so another meet- 
ing was scheduled for review of the 
budget. A work study was sched- 
uled for Friday, October 30th at 4 
p.m. and the special meeting to 
adopt a budget was set for 5:30 p.m. 
to approve the budget. 

Because of our printing deadline 
we were unable to cover this meet- 
ing but assume that the budget was 
adopted. While it is likely that sev- 
eral budget items were discussed, 
the amount of the adopted budget 
should have been $2,333,000. 


In other action, the board denied 
a tax abatement request by Durgam 
Forge Inc. A representative of 
Durgam Forge spoke .before the 
board and said that the company 
was losing about $200,000 a month 
but that they were looking toward 
hiring of additional people and the 
prospect of having Toyota as a 
major customer. They requested 
that the tax abatement that was 
granted the previous owner be 
transferred to them. 

Durgam had bought out New 
Huron Industries Inc. in the hopes 
of expanding their auto supply busi- 
ness and came to this area because 
of the accessibility of I-275 and the 
labor market. 

Arepresentative from the 
Michigan Jobs Commission also 
spoke on behalf of Durgam and 
emphasized that tax abatements 
could be used to give a new compa- 
ny “breathing room.” He added that 
Durgam was in the process of 


restoring a failing company and that 
tax abatements were proper for their 
efforts. 

Trustee Mike Glaab spoke in 
favor of the abatement by indicating 
that the abatement was already on 
the books and to grant it for Durgan 
would not be a loss. This was an 
important point for him as well as 
the potential for success that 
Durgan brought to the community. 

Trustee McKinney indicated that 
he was philosophically opposed to 
tax abatements and added that the 
purpose of a tax abatement was to 
attract new industry to the commu- 
nity. He indicated that is was not to 
“bail out” a failing business or for 
businesses already in the communi- 
ty. 

The motion to deny the tax abate- 
ment was approved 4-3 with 
Supervisor Glaab, Trustee Adkins, 
Trustee Mason, Trustee McKinney 
voting in the majority.
